S ; RC J. 01(E).—In exercise of the powers conferred by the proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President 
hereby makes the fallowing rules, namely:— 

1. Short title and commencement.— 

(i l These rules may be called the Civilians in Defence Sendees (Revised Pay) (Amendment) Rules, 2005. They 
shall be deemed to come into force on the 1st Day of January, 1996. 

( 2 ) Sub rule of 1 notified vide this Ministry’s Notification No. 01(E) dated 11 th February, 2004 may be amended 
to read as "Civilians in Defence Service (Revised Pay) Amendment Rules, 2004.” 

( 3 ) The following explanatory memorandum & footnotes may be inserted in Part C under the First Schedule of 
the SRO 18(E) dated 9th October, 1997:— 

Explanatory Memorandum.-The rules were amended with retrospective effect downgrading the pay scale of senior 

chargcmen under NASO and recovery of over payments have been waived. It is affirmed that 
nobody i s adversely affected/Iikeiy to be affected as a result of the retrospective amendment. 
Footnote:— The rules were notified in Part C under the First Schedule of SRO 18(E) dated 9th October, 1997 and 
subsequently amended in Pan H/Section IV in Extraordinary Gazette No. 01(E) dated 11th February, 2004."
